p out, however, that the present rela- 


tively low mortality' is by no means 
an index of alcoholism as a public 
health problem which still causes 
this country an economic loss of 
almost a billion dollars a year. 


"Even more important than the 


economic waste is the human waste 
and misery, the breakup of homes 
and families, the illness and dis- 
ability, and the industrial and 
traffic accidents caused by exces- 
, sive drinking," 
the statisticans 


aver. "It is estimated that the, 
Use of alcohol is a more or less 
serious problem in the lives of 
about 4,000,000 
. Americans, and 


that, of these, about 750,000 are 
true alcoholics — people who feel 
compelled to drink so excessively 
as to seriously harm their physical 
and mental health." 


The problem is now being attack- 


ed constructively, according to the 
statisticians, with state and muni- 


jficipal health departments, as well 


Ks hospitals establishing facilities 
in increasing numbers for the study 
and treatment of alcoholism.

Committee 
on 
Alcoholism, it is pointed out, haa 
committees in many cities operat- 
ing alcoholism information centers; 
the National Research Council is 
g-uiding research on the probable 
causes of alcohol addiction; prac- 
tical aid to many is provided by 


gsuch organizations as Alcoholics 
"Anonymous; and many welfare and 


. religious agencies and business and 
industrial organizations are sup- 
porting and encouraging the de- 
velopment of programs for the 
scientific study and control of al- 
coholism. 


"Although much is being done," 


the statisticians comment, "a great 
deal of additional intensive and 
coordinated effort is still needed 
to restore, large numbers of men 


i and women to useful lives, and to 
keep others from becoming exces- 
sive drinkers."
